Within the last week or two 
we have had two cases, one of dinoased’ 
meat and the other of- diseased animals, 
at the Police Court In the first 
case 4. native’ was oonvicted and 
ined ten dollars for exposing meat, unfit 
for human food, for'sale at Hung-ham. 
There wea every reason to believe that 
the animal from which the meat was 
taken had been suffering from pleuro- 
pneumonia, or foot and mouth disease, 
and the case is rendered all the more 
alarming by the fact that defendant 
admitted. the animal ‘had been surrepti- 
tiously and improperly killed by being 
brained with a hoe, In the, second case 
three natives were convicted of discharg- 
ing diseased bullocks from a cargo-boat 
near the Sailors’ Home after. gunfire, 
The evidence given by the Colonial 
‘Surgeon was that the whole of the 
animals—there were five--Wwere. more 
or leas diseased, and one was ina. dying 
condition, In addition to these cases 
we invite attention to the. letter’ of a 
correspondent publisked in another’ co- 
lume. The facta mentioned there are 
scarcely calculated to increase confidence 
in our meat sapply, j 

There eh we should imagine, few 

laces -in which regulations in regard to 
the sapely of meat are oe needed than 
in Hongkong, and” few places in which 
they could: be more readily applied. 
Here our meat supply is in the hands of 
® people who can gormandize food that 
wouldturathestomachiof the Englishman, 
rand whode readiness to trick the “ bar- 
ian ” ig only limited by. the opportuni- 
ty. . Then again, people at home, if they 
do not buy their meat. themselves, have 


far greater opportunities than we possess, 


in this Colony, of seeing what 'is pur-

Colony more ae to ‘receiving’ thie 
worst characters than any Colony I know, 
owing’to our proximity to China. 1 have, 
just before T came into this Court, looked 


into the statistics, and I draw from them | 


the facts that in 1866 there were 884 per- 
sons convicted of highway robbery, lant 
yoar 24 only; then in the year 1866, thoro 
wore 24 murdors, and in 1876 only 8.; io 
1865 there: were 26 piracies, in 1876 there 
were § only. The difficulty of repre 
crime is greatly increased a the fadt that 
its operation is regulated by law,~-law 
that cedures the utmost liberty to all. un- 
rov:d offenders. -I must admit that as 
to much. petty orlme, this has -ingreased 
slightlyowing to obvious causes, but this 
Oourt has-been most properly relisved 
from trials relating to 1t by the -transfer- 
ence of such oases to the Magistrates’ court, 
but Tam bound.to say that crime has boen 
brought, as it were, under dontrol } whilet 
man iF what hte is, it cannot be eradicated. 
Vory much of tho eredit for this is due to
